PROCEDURES

following principles of procedure: 

a. Unevaluated information reports, consisting of raw intelli- 
gonce materials deliveted fron ‘covert or somi-covert sources, will 
be disseminated only to agencies having representation upon the 
Tatelligence Advisory Conmitiee execpt as provided in sub-paragraph 
ad hereunder. 

-b. Reports which mist be withheld, jn the interest of source 


protection, from one or another of the Ise agoneies shall pe 
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seamed CIA ETERNAL USE ONY and shall not he’ transmitted or dis- 
closed to any agensy outside of GIA. | 
cs. Roports of espacial sonsLtdvity which must nonetheless be 
speacwasneda to the TéG agencies on a negd-to-kmow basis shall bo 
stamped LIMITED DISTRIBUTION, shal). bo in a separate report series, 
and shall be delivered not to agency roading pynel units bul to 
designated officers within each agency.
